SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF THE 


TOWN OF ALEXANDRIA, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1881. 


The money appropriated the past year for the support of 
schools was equally divided among the fourteen districts. These 
schools were all taught by female teachers, eight of whom were 
residents of the town. Al! have apparently labored earnestly 
and fuithfully according to their ability for the work in which 
they were engaged. Some have had years of experience ; oth- 
ers but afew terms. A few are graduates ; others are pressing 
forward to complete their education, which is of the utmost im- 
portance. Educators should themselves be educated. The dall- 
est scholars need good instruction; the most intelligent de- 
mand it. Notwithstanding our small amount of school money, 
giving us short terms, we have a large number of intelligent 
scholars. -Many of the parents take a deep interest in the edu- 
cation of their children. and during the long vacations send 
them to some literary institution. In order that those who de- 
sire may continue the higher branches in our district schools, 
thus avoiding the expense that would otherwise be incurred, we 
should have. competent teachers. Others, equally good 
scholars, have only tie advantages afforded by the common 
schools. It is equally important that these have thorough, prac- 
tical instruction, such as will be of use to them in future years. 
Finally, all our scholars should have, not only the knowledge 
which is to be obtained from text-books, but such additional in- 
formation as the skilled, educated teacher can alone impart. 
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It was the intention of the committee at the close of the 
winter terms to hold, at the town hall, a meeting of the scholars 
in the different districts, together with such of the parents and 
citizens as chose to be present. But the severity of the weath- 
er, making it extremely difficult for many to attend, led us to 
invite a delegation from each district to take part in the exam- 
ination of the school in District No. 4. Ten of the districts 
were represented. There were also present a few of the parents 
and citizens, the Prudential Committee of that district, and a 
former Superintendent of the schools. Classes were examined 
in reading, arithmetic, algebra, geometry, geography, physical 
geography, ancient history, grammar, analysis and parsing. No 
attempt at display was made, but the recitations gave evidence 
that each branch had been made the subject of careful study 
and thought, and while we couid not fail to be pleased with the 
work in the higher branches, we were also pleased to see that 
the common-place had not been neglected. Scholars in the 
higher grade of studies, and capable of solving intricate prob- 
lems and puzzling questions, were not at loss if asked some 
practical questions on every-day matters. In arithmetic it was 
especially gratifying that the pupils have so good an understand- 
ing of those principles which are of actual use in business trans- 
actions. The exercises throughout the day were of much inter- 
est. <A gathering of this character yearly would be of great 
benefit to eur schools. 

During the past year the state map has been introduced into 
eight of the schools; the remaining six should have them. 
Scholars should have a thorough knowledge of their own state. 
In one or two instances there has been neglect on thé part of 
the teachers, but in the remaining districts, in which maps were 
placed, much interest has been manifested, and a great amount 
of useful information acquired by both large and small scholars. 
They have learned the history of the state, its form of govern- 
ment, something of the lives of its distinguished men, its sources 
of wealth, the location and height of its mountains, location 
and comparative size of its lakes, the course of its principal 
rivers and their relative importance, the location of its counties, 


z 
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cities and principal towns, and items of interest in connection 
witheach. A set of outline ‘maps in eacb school room, in addi- 
tion to the state map, would be of great assistance, while the 
cost would be comparatively small. | 

In one district the school house is unfit for use. This should 
be replaced by a good building. In some of the other districts 
repairs are needed in order to make the houses really suitable 
for school purposes. The money spent for the improvement of 
our schools is not wasted. Secure competent teachers, even if 
you are obliged to pay them a larger salary. A few weeks of good 
instruction is worth more than a long term with an incompetent 
teacher. Visit the school room often; aid and encourage both 
student and teacher in every way possible; in short, take care 
of the schools, and in the future the scholars-—intelligent men 
and women—will take care of themselves.
